The aim of Christian education is to try to over¬ 
come spiritual darkness by pointing to great 
sources of light from which man has always been 
able to gain new light. In the material universe 
the sun is the central source of light; and the 
planets receive light and become reflectors of 
light as they revolve around this center. The great 
need of our day is to find such a center of spiritual 
light around which our lives can revolve. 

Three centers of light need to be emphasized 
in Christian education if it is to have a saving 
and integrating effect in our lives. These three 
centers are so closely related that they cannot 
be separated from one another. 

First, Christian education must be God- 
centered. God needs to be brought back into all 
of man’s relations if man is to understand the true 
meaning and purpose of life. The fear and recog¬ 
nition of God is truly the beginning of wisdom. 
This conviction is largely opposed by present day 
education which tends to put man at the center 
of things. Man, however, is a created being and 
can never usurp the place of God even though 
he has been tempted to do so ever since the 


garden of Eden when Satan told him, “Ye shall 
be like God.” Man’s chief end in life is to glorify 
God and to enjoy Him forever. Man needs to 
acknowledge Him as the great center and source 
of light and life. 

Secondly, Christian education needs to be Bible- 
centered. God’s written word has always been a 
source of new light to those who have turned to 
its teachings. It is still man’s infallible guide in 
faith and practice. Unless God’s word, a record 
of man’s search for God and a revelation of God 
to man, fills our heart and mind constantly, we 
will walk in darkness. 

Finally, Christian education must be Christ- 
centered. Jesus said, “I am the light of the world; 
he who follows me will not walk in darkness, 
but will always have the light of life.” Christian 
education must emphasize the truth of the living 
Christ, and the need of a personal encounter 
with Him. Only as He becomes our Saviour, 
Lord and constant companion, will we walk in 
the light and be reflectors of that light in a world 
of spiritual darkness.

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Valedictory 


For the past three or more years our eyes 
have been on this day. Now that it has come 
our thoughts go back to the time when we first 
entered College. No doubt all of us had certain 
ideals and standards in mind that we expected 
to find at the Canadian Mennonite Bible College. 
Some of us perhaps had very high ideals and 
were somewhat concerned as to how we would 
measure up to C.M.B.C. standards. Perhaps 
these ideals were so high that we were rather 
disappointed when, in the course of time, we 
realized that there was room for improvement. 
Some of us, due to ignorance or false rumors, 
may have gone to the other extreme and not 
expected much of College life. Whatever the case 
may be, I am sure that not one of those graduating 
today would say that his or her concept of 
College life has remained constant during this 
brief stay here. 

In thinking of ideals or standards we realize 
that in order to get a clearer picture we must 
divide College life into academic and spiritual 
standards. As graduates we are thankful that ours 
has been the opportunity of studying in a College 
where it is the concern of the faculty to maintain 
both a high academic and spiritual standard. 

The academic life of a College can be controlled, 
to a great extent, by carefully planned courses. 
We are grateful to you, our instructors, for the 
sincere effort you have put into the many lectures 
that you have presented to us. We think of the 
times when we were just not able to grasp that 
which you would have us understand. We seemed 
to suffer from mental indigestion. These times 
remind us of Hebrews 5:12-14 where we read, 
“For when for a time ye ought to be teachers, 
ye have need that one teach you again which be 
the first principles of the oracles of God, and are 
become such as have need of milk, and not 
strong meat. For every one that useth milk is 
unskillful in the Word of righteousness: for he 
is a babe. But strong meat belongeth to them that 
are of full age, even those who by reason of use 
have their senses exercised to discern both good 
and evil.” At times you too have seen fit to 
revert to a diet of milk but we are glad that 
at other times you “reboiled” your lectures thus 
making possible for us to digest the meat that 
we too could learn to discern more readily bofli 
good and evil. 

When we think of the spiritual life as we have 
experienced it here in College we realize that 
while a planned program and organized activities 
greatly contribute toward a rich spiritual life, 
these in themselves will not automatically give 


it to us. We have come to see that the spiritual 
life in our College family is determined by the 
spiritual life of each individual student and faculty 
member. There have been times when we have 
felt that the spiritual atmosphere here in C.M.B.C. 
was not what it ought to be. We have been 
confronted with the truth that this could be 
caused only by a need in our own spiritual life. 
Today we are thankful for these times of dis¬ 
satisfaction for what can be more detrimental to 
spiritual progress than complacency and self- 
satisfaction. 

College life is often referred to as a sheltered 
life. Before coming to College some of us may 
have had the idea that College students lived 
almost above trials and temptations. During our 
stay here we have experienced the truth of 
Ephesians 6:12, “Our warfare is not against flesh 
and blood but agaist principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness.” College walls are 
not a barricade against the attacks of Satan. It 
is not reasonable nor scriptural to think that 
Satan does not molest those who are preparing 
for Christian service. We have been sheltered 
in the sense that here the help of faculty members 
and fellow students has always been at our dis¬ 
posal. We arc grateful for this help and we 
thank God for every victory and all the spiritual 
blessings that have been ours. 

Upon looking back over the time spent here, 
we are filled with gratitude for the physical and 
mental health that God has so graciously given 
to us. 

We would not forget our material blessings. 
During this past year we have seen the completion 
of the first part of the new dormitory. The 
contribution that this makes to College life can¬ 
not be put into words. 

It seems appropriate at this time to not only 
look back but also to look forward. During the 
time spent here we have been preparing for 
Christian service. Some of us are entering service 
while others will pursue further studies. As we 
leave these halls, regardless of where we are going, 
we feel better equipped to face life because we 
have been here. 

For all that this period of training means to us 
we wish to thank you, our parents, the College 
faculty, the College board members, our entire 
conference and above all we thank our Creator 
who loved us and gave Himself for us.

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Study Conference 



C.M.B.C. Hosts Study Conference 


Every generation of Christians needs to define 
its relationship and its witness to the society 
in which it lives. For sometime the Canadian 
Board of Christian Service had felt that the 
time had come for our churches to seriously 
consider present day social problems and the 
church’s answer to society’s ills. After receiving 
conference approval on the venture, a study con¬ 
ference was called at the Canadian Mennonite 
Bible College on January 9-11, 1959 on the 
subject: “The Church and its Witness in Society.” 
An excellent representation from many of the 
Canadian churches, a large number of interested 
visitors and outstanding speakers from various 
Mennonite conferences helped to make the con¬ 
ference a success. 

Mennonite communities are undergoing tre¬ 
mendous changes as evidenced by the fact that 
more than 56 per cent of all Mennonite families 
now live in urban centres. This, more than ever 
before, brings us into direct contact with society's 
sins and sores. In the face of the problem which 
confronts us, one of three courses of action might 
be taken: (a) Withdrawal from Society, a position 
that is becoming increasingly difficult to hold, 
(b) Identification with society, (c) As a Christian 
community awaken society’s conscience. 


The papers that were presented pointed out 
that we must do the latter by serving the “whole 
man” whether it be in the field relating eco¬ 
nomics or morality to Christianity or in the 
rehabilitation of juvenile delinquents. 

How can Mennonites speak to politics, world 
peace, economics, commercial Sabbath, criminal- 
ogy, alcoholism, mental illness, gambling, the law 
and to immorality? The hour-long discussion 
periods proved how vital these questions were for 
modern Christians. The findings committee was 
right when it reported, “We have been aware 
of considerable discomfort when God’s Word 
spoke to the ills laid bare by the analyses given: 
We were found guilty!” 

The study conference did not only pose ques¬ 
tions, however, but presented some Biblical 
answers as well. The delegates became increas¬ 
ingly aware of the fact that more is needed than 
a social reform. Christ as the Savior and Lord 
of every individual is the basic answer. The 
Mennonite Church is confronted with the chal¬ 
lenge of a commitment to the task which the 
church faces in the society to which she witnesses 
— nothing less than the giving of our lives.
